IMPERIALISM. 
We have been asked if we are for 
an imperial Government. If by that 
is meant, whether we shall have gov- 
ernment at all, whether we shall have 


stability, permanency, protection to 


life and property, then we say yes. 
But if itis meant to ask whether we 
prefer a monarchial to the liberal and 
free Government of our fathers, we 
say no. Those principles which had 
their rise in the cradles of human lib- 
erty, Which have been maintained in 
all the past, in innumerable struggles 
against tyranical despotisms, which 
were announced in Magna Charta, 
and are embodied in our national 
declaration of independence, — in 
the Mecklenburg bill of rights 
and more lately inthe Constitution 
of the United States, are in our esteem 
sacred, and to be preserved if possible, 
and at great hazard and cost. The 
skies may be dark and threatening, 
corruptions, abuses and outrages may 
be undermining, or seem to have de- 
stroyed the protection those princi- 
ples are designed to give. But they 
are too valuable and indispensible to 
be lightly abandoned. The time of 
severest trial is the very worst time 
for despair. It is then that every 
energy is demanded and the iron. will 


that never surrenders. That the 
blessings of true and honestly 


administered Republican government 
will be restored to our country nay be 
a problem. But it is not impossible; 
and we declare that that which has 
cost the distress and tears and blood 


for which all peoples of the earth 
have always more or less struggled, is 
worth another struggle and must be 
maintained. He in whom the gener- 
ous flame of liberty has once throbbed, 
who has felt with TeLi that he loved 


the rivers and vales, the moun- 
tains and crags, nay, the very 
storms and lightnings of his na- 
tive land, because it was /ree, 


because every wind which roughly 
passed upon its surface blew fresh life 
and vigor to Liberty and the spirit of 
her immortal sons, will not bow down 
before a throne, will not surrender to 
an argument, will not yield to an im- 
pulse ora whim! The American peo- 
ple have tried the experiment, they 
have felt the blessings of freedom, 
they have contrasted it with the des- 
potisms of Europe, they have once pro- 
nounced, and he will find himself mis- 
taken who suppose their decision 
will be revoked, The demand for 
Imperialism is an absurdity 
The very. present proposition 
and the object of the handfull of men 
who made it, is at this hour a proposi- 
tion to tear down a Government which 
is a practical despotism, and the very 
thing they profess to want! Names 
are nothing—but things. Is not the 
Government at Washington despotic 
enough for them, which unblushingly 
holds three States by the bayonet, and 
to all intents and purposes controls 
eight more? Is it a stronger despot- 
ism they want, ora wiser? If it had 
been known that Washington would 
have lived forever, he would have been 
crowned. We might endure a King, 
but we shall not risk a tyrant. 


CHINESE IMMIGRANTS. 

That there are different classes of 
Chinamen, as well as of other people, 
is evident; and that we may be on our 
guard inthe new enterprise for impor- 
tation, it is properthat we shoyld take 
a view of all Sides of the subject. For 
this purpose we extract the following 
from a correspondent of the New York 
Post; 

If the Southern people don’t wish to 
bring themselves into all sorts of trouble, 
they will have nothing to do with Chinese 
labor. The Chinese do very wel] in Califor- 
nia, where they are by steam within easy 
reach of their homes, and where they are 
governed by various societies who pro- 
tect them in case of want or sickness; 
but, taken to the interior of this country, 
and bound down to work for a mere pit- 
tance of a few dollars amonth they become 
lazy and shiftless. When their time is 
out they are entirely without means to 
return home, and then becore an intol- 
erable nujsance. 

About 1852 Mr. Pierce Graves brought 
twoship loads of Chinese coolies to the 
Sandwich Islands, They were, if my 
memory serves me, picked up at Swatow, 
and were to receive $2 50 per month and a 
regularly stipulated quantity of rive, In 
five years they were to be free. Mr. 
Graves having previously entered into an 
arrangement with a number of planters 
on the Island, brought on about four 
hundred coolies; and for their passage, in- 
cluding his own commission, he received 
$100 per head. From the first these men 
stated that they had been deceived; that 
they had engaged but forone year, and 
that they were to have $5 per month and 
a free passage home if they elected to re- 
turn atthe expiration of their period of 
service. They never worked willingly; 
they gambled all night, and consequently 
were incapable of working well the next 
day. They were great thieves and scamps 

enerally. They never learned to speak 
tnglish, but picked up a few words of the 
native language, and consequently made 
poor house servants, They took great of- 
fense if seolded; and if assaulted would 
tie knives to long poles and attack their 
overseers. They seemed to have no 
fear of death. They filled the prisons 
and chain gangs, and a number 
of them were hanged for murder. Mr. 
Dudoit, an old resident at the Sandwich 
Islands, and formerly French Consul at 
Honolulu, was brutally murdered ‘by a 
coolie who. had taken offense upon being 
scolded. This fiend came at the dead of 
night, no doubt with the intenion of kill- 
ing the whole family. Mrs. Dudoit was 
severely wounded, but finally reeovered. 
Theservices of these coolies were often 
sold for varioussums, apportioned accord- 
ing to their unexpired time. They were 
bad eggs, and the Southern people had 
better keep clear of them. In California 
they do very well, and are happy when 
they can earn one or two dollars per day, 
Many of the gold diggings in the moun- 
tains, when abando by the whites as 
not paying, are taken up by the Chinese, 
who consider themselves amply repaid 
where an European would starve. Any 
former resident at the Sandwich Islands 
will corroborate my statement concerning 
the coolies there.

NEW ENGLAND AGAINST THE 
WORKING CLASSES. 
New England is the home of every 
ultra idea and the hotbed of every 
ism. From the day that KNEELAND 
preached his atheism, and SMITH, 
PHILLIPS and FRED DOUGLASS abo- 
litionism, down tothe present mo- 
ment, isms have swarmed from that 
quarter like bees froma hive. It is 
remarkable withal that 4 people who 


sare so conscientiously honest in theory. 


should be so conscientiously mean in 
practice, having an eye to the pocket 
eyen in their enterprises to which 
they profess to be prompted by mo- 
tives of philanthropy and religion. 
Their religion of late has chiefly 
consisted of negro. But the pocket 
has always been well cared for. The 
negro got very little from that quar- 


ter. New England economy is not 
prodigal. It consists chiefly in ‘‘ pro- 


tection’ of self. It has cheated the 
red men out of their lands, and swin- 
dies the negro into extermination. 
They take care of the interests of 
every body else—especially theirown. 
The truth is, their controlling minds 
regard the masses of men as mere 
drudges, to be used to enrich them- 
selves, and while they turn up their 
pious eyes about well fed = and 
happy blacks, wring labor and blood 
from their own poor sewing women 
at ten cents a day. The gnly right 
they recognize in the poor and the 
many, is that of laboring for and en- 
riching the capitalists and the few. 
By tariffs they have grown rich at the 
expense of the Southern States, and 
by their cunning in legislation, actu- 
ally managed to grow rich during the 
war. And the same grasping avarice 
and heartless domination over the 
laboring classes, still continues to be 
the policy of this great hot bed of Rad- 
icalism. The working classes all over 
the country should be the natural ene- 
mies of these people. We subjoin the 
following from the Philadelphia Age: 

During the war national and State legis- 
lation, which was almostexclusively man- 
aged and controlled by New England in- 
fluence and men, exhibited to a marked 
and prominent degree the kind of laws 
enacted by Eastern Radicals, when they 
steer the shipof State. This legislation, 
which was intended to, and is enriching 
one class at the expense of all the rest of 
the people, is beginning to be felt. The 
workingman is beginning to see that, 
while he has been getting higher wages 
for his labor stillthe priceof every article 
which enters into the daily consumption 
of himself and family, has increased in a 
greater ratio than his pay, and, as a con- 
sequence, he is no better, if so well off, 
now, as When legislation was based upon 
fair, equitable principles. This idea ap- 
plies to the working classes, not to those 
who are capitalists and control labor, 
There a far different state of facts exists. 
Over this class the seltish legislation of 
New England has thrown a shield of pro- 
tection, and they have rapidly amassed 
fortunes, While the Jaborer, artisan, me- 
chanic or workingman, has struggled on 
during the war, paid the increased taxes, 
and at its close found himself no richer 
than at its comimencement. 

A few facts will illustrate the difference 
between Radical legislation for capital, 
and Radiéal legislation forlabor. A wool- 
en manufacturer, of Massachusetts, said 
in Boston, in 1865: ‘** Before the war it 
cost me three dollars and fifty eentsa yard 
to make cloth, and I Sol it at four dol- 
lars. Nowit costs me four dollars per 
vard, and I sell it at eight dollars.”’ This 
shows how much the Radicals have done 
for capital, how little forlabor, It is fifty 
cents for the laborer, the producer, the 
man who supplies the working power, 
and four dollars for the capitalist. This 
is the proportion, In this manner high 
prices are kept up and heavy burdens im- 
posed upon the substantial interests of 
the nation. It costs fifty cents a yard 
more to make a yardof cloth, and yet 
when those @oing the work have to pur- 
chase the same for clothing for themselves 
and families they are charged an advance 
of four dollars, This is a monstrous im- 
position, and itis no wonder that work- 
ingmen find it dificultto square accounts 
at the end of the year, although 
they get advanced wages, The ad- 
vance is in proportion of fifty cents to 
labor and tour dollars to capital, and the 
etfect of such legislation can be readily 
seen. While labor is yearly beaten down 
by adverse action on the part of the Radi- 
eals, capital is floating on the spring tide 
of success, Manufacting companies have 
declared enormous dividends, from thirtv 
toone hundred per cent,, owing to the 
manner in which the Jegislation of the 
nation has been manipulated by the Radi- 
eals. The large profits named are not the 
returns of fair business energy and enter- 

rise. They were stimulated by partial 
aws—laws in favor of money and against 
labor, and the people have to pay advance 
in the shape of high prices for all the arti- 
cles they need. Fair encouragement to 
eapital shonld be extended, but 
not tg sueh extent as to. enrich 
the few at the expense of the 
hard-worked and over-taxead many, 
New England Radicals have shown that 
they inean to legislate for a section, and 
for the few of that section, and the pg- 
ducers should take immediate and proper 
steps with reference to their interests, 
The Radical party is in favor of protecting 
the few at the expense of the many, sual 
of elevating the negro to full politieal 
equality, in order that they can use his 
vote to crush out more completely the in- 
terests of white workingmen, This is 
their game in the Nation and in the State, 


MEETING a friend on the street, this 
morning, we were accosted with the 
inquiry, ‘‘ why don’t you come lum- 
bering—why don’t you come out with 
some big editorials?’? We beg our 
friend’s pardon. We never undertook 
to do such a thing in our: life, without 
a complete failure, The biggest thing 
we know how to do, is to say what we 
know in a plain and simple way, and 
when we don’t know it, keep our 
mouth shut. Even Jack the Giant 
Killer would only make himself.ridic- 
ulous, if he should attempt to hurl 
the eternal hills and fling abroad 
Jove’s thunderbolts. 
the glory of such sublime enterprise. 
After all, the man most likely to make 
his mark in the world, is he who imi- 
tates the ant, and works industriously 
on little things. We prefer. terra 
firma, and shall not attempt to topple 
over the clouds, or write ‘* big edito- 
rials.”’ We disagree with the old lady 
who insisted on her preacher giving 
her much Latin and Greek, because 
she paid him for the best and she 
wanted it. The best is the simplest 
rather than the biggest.

Editors Appeal: Feeling that entire 
justice has not been done to the gallant 
forces of this county, I would respect- 
ee submit the following:

CrimInaL Courr—Zf, Hudson, 
Judye.—This Court met yesterday 
morning at 10 o’clock and inmmediate- 
iy proceeded with the call of the cal- 
endar for the week.

Identification---Description. 


It wiil be remembered by our read- 
ers that on the 17th day of last month, 
ve published an account of the kill- 
ing of a man named Anderson alias 
Morgan, and the wounding of his con- 
federate Inman, the two men who 
committed the murders at the old 
Diekens’ place on the evening of the 
19th of February. We gave a de- 
tailed account at the time of the aftair 
and promised further particulars. 

We have been unable until within a 
few days past to fulfil our promise; 
but yesterday the telegraph brought 
us word, by a special dispatch, that 
Dr. Sam Dickens and Humphries had 
found the survivor, and that he, too, 
had been killed in the attempt to cap- 
ture him. 

Dr. Dickens arrived on the 2:20 
train yesterday, and brought with 
him the body of Inman. The follow- 
ing is his statement of the cireum- 
stances attending the capture: . 

DR. DICKEN’S STATEMENT. 


A few days after the receipt of the 
news of the wounding of Inman, and 
the death of Morgan, I received a 
letter from Mr. Walker, of Rusellville 
saying that Inman was bad off and 
that if we came then, we could get 
him. The letter further stated that he 
was (Inman) was hid ina cave near 
his mother’s home. I fixed myself to 
go and was all ready the day that the 
affair oecurred between Col. Dickens 
and Wade Bolton. This delayed me 
until Col. Dickens fixed his bail. On the 
Tuesday next, I left the city for Tus- 
eumbia, accompanied by Humphries. 
We arrived at Tuscumbia the next 
morning. Here I made the acquaint- 
ance°of Mr. Alf. Walker. Through 
him, on explaining my business, I se- 
cured the assistance of his brother, 
Mr. Joe Walker, Chas. Fleming, John 
Hill, Draden Nance, J. E. Isbel, and 
J. Thompson. We then proceeded to 
Russellville, where we added eight 
men to our list—M. M. Frazer, ©. C. 
Mathews, B. H. Ferrel, G. W. Ferrel, 
Henry Bishop, Dave Bishop, Robert 
Bishop, and J. P. Glascock—these 
gentlemen all of Marion. ‘ 

This swelled our company to scv- 
enteen, including myself and Hun- 
phries. The gentlemen mentioned, 
were all keen to go, and ready to as- 
sist me in rooting out the Inmans, 


try. 

We were informed, mak- 
ing close inquiry after Inman,
